Boat Capsizes While on Way
to Bridge Crossing Dela-
ware to Bridesburg

ONE SOI.DIER RESCUED

Two membeors of the First Regiment, Na-
tional Guiird of Pennsylvania, wers drowned
this afternoon in the Delaware River near
the Pennaylvania Rallrond bridge at Delalr,
while crossing the river in a bont to Brides-
burg, while o third guardsman wia rescued
and is In the Frankford Hospital.

The soldlers belleved to be drowned nre:
JOHN FLANNIGAN, Dristol, a,

WILLIAM ROUHE, Philadeiphis.

The rescued guardsman was John J. Mc-
Manus, nineteen years old, 605 South
Elghteenth streot.

Since the declaration of war Company
B. under Lisutenant Ralph A. Speigle, has
been detalled to watch the hridge over (he
Delaware River, just off Frankford, and
used by the traine of the PendMylvania
Rallroad between Philadelphin and  seca-
shore pointe,

This afternoon the three men =et out in
i boat from the Pennsyivania side, RNoche
was rowlng the boat Between the draw-
bridge, which (s about 400 yards from the
New Jersey shore, the current lu strong and
1he man at the oars had difficulty in keep-
ll'l: the bow of the boat pointed toward
the Jersey side of the river.

When the men were within fifteen feet
of the shore the boat overturned, throwing
the thres men (nto the water, MeMonug
managed to get o grip on the gide of the
capsized boat, but oche and Flannigan
were carried away from it by the heavy
tide, They struggled in the water to Keep
afloat for & while, but =gank 100 yards he-
low the bridge opposite a stone dike.

Alllthe men wore thalr heavy overcoats,
and while Roche and Flannigan irled to
swim to shore they were drugged down
by the welght of their coats beneath the
surface of the river 100 yvards below the
bridge. While tha men wers strugrling
in the water the guardsmen on the shore,
whom they were to relleve, lired several
ghots (o attract attention,

The struggles of the men were noticed
by Mre. Joseph Venavi, wife of the care-
taker of the Camp Club of Delair. She
was working in the garden at the time and
ran to the river bank too late to be of any

asslstance to the men who sank, but threw
a rope to McManux, It proved too short;
and guardsmen on shore fired sgveral

shots to attract attention, bringing several
men at work on the bridge to the rescue.
They pulled MeManus Lo =afely,

He was removed to the Frankford Hos-
pital, where it was said he would recover

The crew of the policeboat Stokley was
notifled and immediately left their landing
Al the fool of Palmer street and started
grappling for the bodies, but were unsuc-
censful after several hours' work,

When the word of the drownings reached
the armory, Broad and Callowhill streets,
Ligutenant Millard Brown, commanding of-
ficer, aecompanied by severnl men, left for
the bridge to make an investigation.

The three soldiers all had seen service on
the Mexican border, MeManus having jolned
last June.

DISTILLERS READY
T0 CUT PRODUCT

Committee, Fearing Prohibi-
tion, Volunteers to Reduce
Demands for Grain

TO USE LIQUOR IN BOND
WASHINGTON, April 13
Voluntary restriction of Hquor manufac-
ture during the war was proposed before
the Benate Agriculture Committea today by
A committee of distillers, representing the
lurgest Hauor interests in the country,

Arouaed by fear of legislation that would
bring about “war prohibition.” the distillers
presenied o plan to cut down demands for
grain 16,000,000 bushels u year. The pres-
ent output of distilieries and breweries in
the country requires approximately 640 -
000,000 bushels of graln annuully,

The committee was headed by Joseph
Debar, president of the National Distiflers
and Whaolesale Liguor |'l‘il5ﬂtﬁ' Assoclation.

Under a plun submitted & Federal tax
would Le imposed upon the materials used
to manufacture liguor. Such & tax, they
told the committes, would have n tendency
to lower production and force out of hond
the reserve of liquors.

An expert who aveompunied the commit-
tee asserted such a plan would save at
least 15,000,000 bushels of grain per veur.
The distillers’ committes polnted out that
to whut off production of slcohol altogether
would ba impossible i that snormous quan-
titles of aloohol were used in the manu-
facture of munitions of wur, and that at
lennt 35,000,000 gallons of nlcohol annually
Is necessary for medicul and like purposes;
that thousands of persons woultd be thrown
out of work and great hurdships would re-
sult from any severe restrictlons on the

manufucture of sleohol
